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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Newly submitted claims 32-40 are directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: the product as 
claimed can be made by another and materially different process such as rotating the 
means that dispenses the medium instead of rotating the cylindrical member to form the 
uniform dimension. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 32-40 have been withdrawn from 
consideration as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and 
MPEP§ 821.03. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by WO 
91/01225. WO 91/01225 teaches the claimed product as evidenced at pg 1, Ins 3-13; 
pg 7, In 1 -pg 8, In 28; and figs 2-4. It should be noted that cylindrical layer 28 
constitutes the claimed one-piece cylindrical seamless master having a seamless 
integral light-shaping diffuser surface. Although WO 91/01225 teaches layer 28 molded 
about a mandrel, the presence of the mandrel within cylindrical layer 28 is not excluded 
by the instant claims. 
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4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over WO 
91/01225. The above teachings of WO 91/01225 are incorporated hereinafter. The 
claimed thickness is well-known in the seamless master art. Thus, it would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to set the 
thickness of the master to the claimed thickness in order to reduce material costs 
without compromising quality and effectiveness. 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 4/1 1/08 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues that WO 91/01225 does not teach a lighshaping diffuser. 
This argument is misplaced because WO 91/01225 teaches an embossed roller that 
produces microscopic relief images, wherein the images displays diffractions or 
holographic effects (pg 1, Ins 3-13). Applicant also argues that WO 91/01225 does not 
teach a hollow cylinder. This argument is misplaced because layer 28 of WO 91/01225 
constitutes the hollow cylinder. The fact that layer 28 of WO 91/01225 has a mandrel 
within its opening does not negate the fact that layer 28 is cylindrical and hollow. Also, 
applicant should note that the instant claims do not exclude the presence of a mandrel. 

7. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP
